Fourth period classes were well under 
way. To the horror of the faculty and the 
delight of the students, there came a 
clattering of helicopter engines. To every- 
one’s surprise a helicopter actually land- 
ed on the front field. Arriving was Cap- 
tain Jesse James Porter, USA, an alum- 
nus, who had decided to stop for a short 
visit. From this point on everyone knew 
that Tuesday 7 October was not going 
to be routine. 

Soon after Captain Porter’s arrival 
came the Fifth Special Forces group from 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina. They were 
to give a demonstration of the skills of 
the men of Special Forces. 

This demonstration, arranged by Col. 
Crotty, SAI at Fishburne Military Aca- 
demy, was also presented at Waynesboro, 
High School and Woodrow Wilson High 
School. The main objective of this Special 
Forces exhibition was to make students 
aware of the type of work done by the 
group. 

Cadets were especially impressed by 
the team’s training in foreign languages 
and hand to hand combat. 

Representatives from the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization Supreme Al- 
lied Command in Norfolk visited Augus- 
ta on 14 October to explain this organi- 
zation. The representatives were from the 


Maritime Enlisted Advisors Section of 
NATO. 

MCPO Paul E. Rothgeb, USN opened 
the presentation of the other members of 
this team, Fleet CPO George Ash of the 
British Royal Navy, Corporal Tonij Van- 
Wieringes of the Netherland’s Navy and 
Petty Officer Shanefelt, USN. Speech, 
slides and movies portrayed the growth of 
NATO into a family of nations. With a 
theme of friendship, the film illustrated 
the need for peaceful cooperation and the 
conflicts brought on by hatred. 

While always working to a goal of 
detene, Corporal VanWieringen pointed 
out that an attack on one nation would 
mean an attack against all NATO mem- 
bers. After explaining the composition of 
the Soviet navy, Corporal VanWieringen 
surprised the audience by pointing out 
that fishing, oceanographic and merchant 
vessel should also be watched since they 
are usually capable of some military func- 
tion. 

Fleet CPO Ash explained the organi- 
zation of NATO after which MCPO 
Rothgeb concluded the assembly with the 
three principles of NATO, interdepen 
dency, determent of aggression and unity. 

According to MCPO Rothgeb, “As 
long as we can keep them talking, they 
are not pulling triggers.”

West to the Pacific part 2

Part I examined the pre-Revolutionary 
War developments in the area of Western 
Virginia which became known as Au- 
gusta County. 

Deeply religious and hard working, the 
early settlers of Augusta owned com- 
paratively few African slaves. Many of 
the servants in the area were indentured 
servants, who were bound to serve a 
master for a specified period of time to 
pay for their transportation from Europe. 
Although they could be traded like slaves 
during their period of indenture, once 
they had served the terms of their agree- 
ment they became free. 

With the closing of the port of Bos- 
ton in 1774, the people, who were mainly 
self-dependent, were reduced to a state 
of suffering. The remote county of Au- 
gusta sent her quota for the relief of the 
citizens of Boston. 

The first patriotic meeting was held in 
Staunton on: 22 February, 1775 to elect 
delegates to’ the Colonial Convention in 
Richmond. 

As the war dragged on, the enthusiasm

of the people diminished, and by 1777 
it was necessary to draft men in order to_ 
fill the ranks. In October of that year, 
the legislature passed another act for re- 
cruiting Virginia regiments. Augusta was 
to furnish ninety-seven men by drafting 
if a sufficient number of volunteers did 
not come forward. 

In June, 1781 Augusta County’s first 
and only alarm of the war occurred. The 
Governor, Thomas Jefferson, and the 
House of Burgesses had fled to Char- 
lottesville. But as Farleton, who had been 
sent by Lord Cornwallis to make raids in 
Virginia, approached, the revresentatives 
were driven to Staunton. The House of 
Burgesses“ met in the old Trinity Epis- 
copal Church. 


Three- days after their arrival a 
session was held to enter adjourn- 
ment to- Warm Springs as a result 


of the report that Tarleton was pushing 
across the Blue Ridge. The members of 
the house fled; some toward Lexington, 
some northward. Patrick Henry was one 
of the last, and according to tradition the

emergency seemed so great that he left 
Staunton wearing only one boot. 

Despite the fact that a large body of 
men gathered at Rockfish Gap to repulse_ 
the expected advance of Tarleton, the 
outlook was so gloomy that a proposi- 
tion was discussed within the walls of 
Trinity Church to make Washington a 
dictator and surrender all legislative pow- 
ers to him. 

Between the years 1800 and 1860 emi- 
gration and immigration were the order 
of the day in Augusta. The sons of farm- 
ers and othe descendants of early settlers 
were attracted by the low price of rich 
land in the west. Kentucky, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois and Missouri. Largely on this 
account, descendants of Augusta people 
number many thousands in the states just 
named. 

However, the county suffered no 
loss of population as immigrants from 
Pennsylvania rapidly flowed in to take 
their places. These’ were largely thrifty 
farmers of German descent, In 1810, the 
population of the county was 14,308, 
2,880 of this number being Negro slaves.

Vote 
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How often do you hear of a law you don’t like? 
Once, maybe twice a day? On the other hand, how often 
is it that you hear of something that the country has done 
to make you proud of America? 

If you don’t like the government and want to change 
it, or if you do like the government and would like it to 
stay that way, you can do something about it. 

As of 4 October, 1975, twenty-four cadets of Au- 
gusta have reached the legal voting age of eighteen. By 
the same date next year twenty addtional cadets will be 
eligible to help determine the President of the United 
States in 1976. 

Many consider voting to be the privilege it really is; 
others find it a joke. However, if you are eighteen, an 
American citizen, have not been convicted of a felony, 
are not considered mentally incompetent, and last but 
certainly not least, have registered in your home district, 
you may vote. 

If you canot be in your home district on election 
day for reasons beyond your control (such as being away 
at school), you may vote by mail after filling in a form 
and having it witnessed. 

Being a newcomer to voting myself, I really have no 
words of wisdom stemming from experience, but I will 
say (and practice what I preach) that before voting you 
should find out all that you can about each candidate. It 
will take a little research but just remember it’s your 
government you are working with and with this right 
comes that moral obligation. 

A woman recently told me that she and her husband 
did not vote in the last Presidential election because he 
was going to vote for Nixon and she for McGovern. “We 
would have cancelled each others vote,” she said. If 
there is any logic in this I just don’t see it. After all he 
didn’t want McGovern and she didn’t want Nixon so they 
did not take the trouble to vote. The point is neither 
wanted Wallace and that was two votes his supporters 
didn’t need to worry about. This is just an example, and 
I used the candidates names to help stress the point only. 

If you want to help change things or keep them the 
same try writing your Congressman. Believe me they will 
listen more closely to a registered voters opinion and 
maybe even closer yet when elections are coming up. 

When election day comes you have to make up your 
mind. Do you want someone else’s government running 
your life, or do you want to be governed by your gov- 
ernment? It’s that simple. You may have to wait in a 
line to do it, but if you can put up with waiting in line 
here at Augusta to get your clothes dry cleaned, or to get 
your money on Friday, then something this important to 
you should be simple.

Registrar Answers 


Voting Questions

With the 1975 elections only a few 


days 


away and campaigns starting for the 


Presidential election in a year, the Bayo- 
net feels that those who will be voting, 
some for the first time, should be well 
informed as how to do so. 

In an interview with the Augusta Coun- 
ty Registrar, the Bayonet found the ans- 


wers

to many frequently asked questions. 
What are the voting requirements? 
A person must be a citizen of the 
United States, must be eighteen 
years of age, must be a resident of 
his state and precinct for at least 
thirty days prior to the election, 
must never have been convicted of a 
felony or have been found mentally 
incompetent, and must have regis- 
tered thirty days prior to the elec- 
tion. 

How does someone register to vote 
when he or she cannot be in their 
home district for reasons beyond 
their control? (Going away to school, 
for example) 

There is no way except for a Presi- 
dential election. Then one may use 
a temporary mail registration. How- 
ever, after the election it would be 
necessary to re-register. 

What papers, certificates, or iden- 
tification will someone need to bring 
when registering? 

The only thing someone needs is his 
Social Security number. 

How does someone go about getting 
an absentee ballot? 

Once registered, one may obtain an 
absentee ballot by applying to the 
registrar of the area of your perm- 
anent residence. This applies when 
one is not going to be at home for 
a period of more than forty days 
prior to an election. If one will be 
in the area within forty days, but not 
on election day, he may vote at the 
registrar’s office. 

Does a voter in Virginia have to 
register as a member of any political 
party? 

No 

How often does a voter need to reg- 
ister? 

A voter never has to re-register un- 
less he has failed to vote at least 
once in any election in a period of 
four years and keeps residency in 
the same precinct. Once a voter 
moves from a precinct, he must re- 
eaicte
